N EXPECTED INCREASE OF 


well over a million dollars in 
Victoria city’s budget for next year 
may exceed the increases of recent 
years but will be hardly surprising 
considering the conditions of today. 
With inflation adding from two to 
four per cent to general costs each 
year, more services being required 
and a general growth of business in 
almost every department of civic af- 
fairs, few people will expect the line 
to be held. 

That, of course, is no reason for 
an open-handed ‘approach to the 
city’s finances by the mayor and al- 
dermen. We may expect the pre- 
liminary figures to be gone over in 
the usual thorough fashion by these 
officials, but it is hardly reasonable 
to believe that this year’s totals can 
also be next year’s. The fact is that 
the city is still growing, the costs of 
city operation are climbing despite 
rigid paring in many instances, and 
the escalation of family household 
costs each year is paralleled in our 
corporate “house.” 

Under these circumstances the 
effort should be less to try to cut 
into-essential services than to make 
sure that we get our money's worth. 
Almost any list of expenditures is 
composed. of items which are very 


important to at least one section of 
the public. Taken in total these rep- 
resent the general betterment of the 
community. 

At a time of financial squeeze the 
natural call is to cancel out some- 
body’s else’s pet item in favor of 
one’s own. But city officials are fac- 
ed with a dual task: they are plan- 
ning and spending not only for the 
community of today but also for that 
of tomorrow. Thus the piece of 
parkland bought today may ,appear* 
a frill, but'a few years from now, 
when its price will have skyrocket- 
ed, it may well be a prime neces- 
sity for the crowded people of that 
time. 

Each generation of citizens is at 
once the beneficiary of past eras and 
the provider for the population to 
come. The problem is to balance the 
priorities of the various needs, get 
full value for money spent, and have 
expenses carried in proper propor- 
tion-by the appropriate levels of gov- 
ernment. British Columbia has a 
good deal of improvement due in 
that final category. The mounting 
budgets make more necessary than 
ever a meeting of provincial and 
municipal governments for a com- 
plete review of financing problems. 
Each year accentuates the need. 


The UN Assembly Rises 


UNITED NATIONS GEN- 
eral Assembly this week ended 
{ts 1967 session unfortunately barren 
of any feeling of real accomplish- 
ment. For the most part the rhetor- 
ic of the Cold War continued to pre- 
vail in the Assembly while substan- 
tive action, on the Middle East and 
on the Cyprus problems, was left to 
the Security Council where great- 
power politics prevails. 

The one genuinely useful item of 
business concluded by the Assembly 
was the unanimous endorsement of a 
treaty on co-operation in the rescue 
and return to earth of astronauts 
and space vehicles.

Peeling Off the Patent Protection 


E measure amending provisions BS osnidilh period, failing which the

Mr. John Turner, the 
registrar - general, 
notes in. a_ back- 
ground release issued 
on Friday that public 
concern over the high 
cost of pharma- 
ceutical products has 


of officiel inquiries 
including an investi- 
gation by the restric- 
tive trade practices commission, another 
by the royal commission on health 
services and the most recent one by a 
special committee of the House of 
Commons. 

But this is by no means the whole 
story. As long ago as June, 1954, the St. 
Laurent government appointed the Isley 
Royal Commission on Patents, Copyright 
and Industrial Design. This commission 
not only devoted special attention to 
section 41 of the Patents Act, now being 
amended by Mr. Turner’s bill, but also 
proposed changes rather similar to those 
now recommended to Parliamem. The 
elapsed time between the report of Mr. 
Justice Isley and the Turner bill is eight 
years; an_ interesting indication of the 
priority attached to the consumer 
interest by successive governments. 

As Mr. Turner properly notes, there 
has been beneficial action of a different 
sort by the present ministry, since the 
hearings of the special House committee 
confnmed earlier findings that drug 
prices here are among the highest in the 
world. In particular, the sales tax has 
been removed and duties lowered., 


Effective as Tariffs 


It is too easily forgotten that patents 
and trade marks can be used 4s 
effectively as tariffs in shutting out, 
impmts and forcing consumers to pay 
wnflated «prices to privileged — manu- 
facturers. To quote Mr, Turner: 
“Official inquiries into the pharma- 
ceutical -industry revealed that drug 
sales at the manufacturers’ level ‘are 
characterized by a notable lack of price 
competition.”” The drug industry operates 
within a framework of protection 
afforded by the present patent and trade 
mark laws. Patent protection has 
prevunted prospective competitors from 
entering the market and the industry is 
dom.nated by a relatively few inter- 
national companies. 

Mr. Turner. has outlined the main 
provisions of the bill. They are intended 
to lessen patent protection against 
imports and thus to bring about an 
easing of manufacturers’ prices. 


= At the present time, the commis- 


sioner of patents has power, in respect to 
foods and medicines, to grant a 
compulsory licence to a prospective 
competitor to manufacture a patented 
drag. Mr, Turner notes that few licences 
have been granted in recent years — 
and, indeed, it was the finding of the 
Tiskey commission that only four (of 14 
applications) had_-been granted in the 
entire period, August 1, 1935, to 
December, 1959. So this protection has 
certainly not amounted to much, 


Compulsory Licenses 


The new and highly interesting 
proposal, adopted by Mr. Turner and not 
to be found in the Isley Report, is that 
the commissioner be given full authority 
to issve compulsory licences to import 
medicines, whether or not fully manu- 
factured. This should be of ‘substantial 
benefit to consumers. 

All the inquiries have been concerned 
about undue delays im compulsory 
licensing brought about by the patentees. 
The Isley commission observed: ‘One 
disturbing possibility is that delaying 
tactics on fhe part of patentecs who 
oppose applications for compulsory 
licences will develop. In view of the 
possi! lity of large profits on some 
patented foods and. medicines, particu- 
larly drugs, the field is such- that a 
substantial. delay .may be of great 
financial adyantage of the patentee.”

application would be ‘‘deemed to be 
granted,” the only remaining matter 
being the fixing of royalties. The new 
legislation provides, less drastically, for 
an interim licence if delays beyond six 
months are experienced. 

Mr. Turner makes no mention of 
foods. It was the view of the Isley 
cominission that ‘‘foods . should be 
coupled with medicines, mainly because 
it is in some cases hard to say whether a 
substance is a food or a medicine.” 

The new legislation would also amend 
the Trade Marks Act, which now permits 
a Canadian subsidiary to block importa- 
tion of drugs bearing a trade mark 
owned by the subsidiary. It is thus 
possitle for brand name drugs of the 
same company to sell at a higher price 


in Canada than that obtaining in another 
country. The proposed amendment would 


remcdy this situation except in the case 


of pruprietary medicines. 

At long last, therefore, Parliament is 
making a useful beginming in the. reform 
of patent legislation. It is logical to start 
with drugs because they are essential 
and because drug prices have been of 
particular public concern. But Mr. 
Turner should not be satisfied with this 
good start. There is little doubt that 
patent protection has been helpful to, 
other manufacturers in maintaining 
artificially high prices in the Catiadian’ 
market, 

An interesting follow-up field for a 
minister of consumer .affairs would be 
the electronics industry and its Canada 
radio patents pool.

A ‘Hawk’ and a ‘Dove’ on Dissent 


Y AN interesting coincidence two 
prominent senators’ each on the 
same day recently delivered. the first 
part of planned two-part pplicy state- 
ments on Vietnam. 
Taken together, they 
define the “hawk’’ 
and ‘“‘dove” positions 
as they stand in 
Congress at this 
moment of approach- 
ing Christmas ad- 
journment. The 
“dove” speaker was, 
predictably, Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright {Demo- 
crat-Arkansas). The 
“Hawk” was, Sen, Thomas Dodd (Demo- 
crat-Connecticut). ~The latter's words 
would not normally rate space in print, 
Sen. Dodd having earlier been censured 
by his colleagues for his financial 
misdeeds. But in this case he brought 
out some points worth noting. More 
important, the glaring differences 
Setween the two speeches illustrate the 
nature of the gap between the speakers. 
For example, both senators. devoted 
much time to the subject of dissent. Sen. 
Dodd attacked the oft-heard view that 
the administration of President Johnson 
is attempting to stifle dissenting views 
cn Vietnam, On the contrary, he said, 
“In the entire history of free nations, I 
am certain that there is no wartime 
precedent for the extravagant degree of

“freedom that the Johnson administration 


had. accorded to dissenters and demon- 
Stratars.”” 

Sen. Fulbright thought Sen. Dodd's 
very approach was dangerous: “I am 
not the slightest bit grateful .to the 
administration for my freedom of 
speech. That freedom is an inalienable 
right ... When the government abstains 
from suppressing dissent, it is doing 


nothing more than complying with one of 
the explicit conditions of its constitu- 
tional trust. That is not a thing for which 
gratitude is owed.” 

But Constitution or mo, Sen. Dodd 
noted, President Lincoln, suppressed 
scores of newspapers, suspended habeas 
corpus and imprisoned thousands of 
dissenters and suspected dissenters 
without trial during the Civil War. 

He didn’t favor a repetition today — 
society now is stronger, he said. If 
anyone wes trying to stifle expression of 
opposing opinions, he said, it was the, 
dissenters themselves who have tried to 
prevent administration officials from 
defending their policy in public places. 

Sen. Fulbright countered with _ his 
explanation of the growing extremism of 
behavior by some dissenters. ‘In making 
the distinction between orderly dissent, 
of which it professes to approve,” he 
said, “and disorderly dissent, of which 
we all disapprove, the administration 
seems unable to understand that it is the 
futility of the one that has given rise to 
the cther.”’ : 


Unreceptive Administration 


A year and a half ago, he said, the 
dissenters were ready to have their 
views“. expressed before his foreign 
relations committee or by other orderly 
meats. ‘Now they are no longer 
satisfied because these means have been 
shown to be ineffective. Instead of 
demonstrating that a degree of change 
could be accomplished through tradi- 
ticnal democratic processes, the hearings 
held before the foreign relations .com- 
mittee have demonstrated —. thus far — 
that the administration is as unreceptive 
to the views of senators, experienced 
diplomats, and eminent scholars as K is 
to the views of the young firebrands of 
the New Left.

“most of us who regard this war as a 
tragic mistake would settle for a great 
deal less. We would settle for an honest 
and sustained effort to make: a com- 
promise peace, through a new Geneya 
conference, or through direct discussions 


between the Saigon government and the 


Viet Cong.” : 

What is so frustrating is that even as 
the administration ‘expresses its wilting- 
ness to hear the advice of critics, it 
makes it clear that it will ignore it, Sen, 
Fulbright quoted the president's recent 
words: “I can’t say that these various 
prop..sals that range from a senator to & 
county commissioner to a mayor of a 
city have really changed.

Bunker’s proposals.””

Some Crustaceans Found 
In Strange Environments

Crustaceans as a group have been 
remarkably successful in populating all the 
environments that might be called ‘‘usual’’ on 
this earth; they abound in 
all parts of the sea from 
above tide to the gréatest 
depths; they are found in 
most bodies of fresh water 
and some have even in- 
vaded the land. They are 
one of the more successful 
groups in the animal king- 
dom being one of the, 
earliest to evolve and one 
of the most versatile in 
body plan and adaptability. Cag]: 

Quite a few members of this ubiquitous 
group have distinguished themselves - by 
oecupying some highly unusual types of habitat 
and by so doing have demonstrated further 
their great ability to adapt to unique 
environments, One that has become more 
widely known in recent years is the so-called 


organic matter to sustain life.,So successful. is 
it that the’ eggs are now harvested in great: 
numbers tb be widely sold as a source of food 
for aquarium fishes_or for aquatic animals 
used in research. 

Another -crustacean living in an unusual 
habitat is the gribble which attacks any wood 
in contact with the sea, especially around the 
low tide level. This little fellow, less than a 
quarter inch in length, is a true: isopod related 
to the sow bug found on land but one that has 
become specialized for eating and digesting 
wood. Because they multiply rapidly, once 
established, gribbles do great damage to 
unprotected wooden structures in salt water, 
flaking away the surface by their shallow 
burrows in the wood. In a few months an 
untreated pile may take on an hout-glass 
shape and eventually topple and exposed parts 
of a wooden hull may be badly abraded.

Why not boycott 
where the discrimination is, instead of threatening the Olympic 
Games, which has been nothing but fair and useful to 
Negroes.”

As for the six demands made by Edwards in his threat of 
boycott, Lentz has ridicule for most of them. “He wants us to 
remove Avery Brundage as president of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee on charges that Brundage is anti-Negro and anti- 
Semitic. Brundage holds no such office. The U.S. Olympic 
Committee president is Douglas F. Roby of Detroit. Brundage 
is president of the international committee, elected by all of the 
world’s nations.” 

Lentz took up the demand that South Africa be excluded 
from the Olympics because of its apartheid policy. ‘South 
Africa has already been suspended for a year and cannot 
compete until it proves it does not discriminate against 
Negroes in its Olympic qualifying trials.”” The demand that 
Northern Rhodesia be excluded from the Olympics on the same 
anti-Negro basis is just as empty, Lentz said. “Northern 
Rhodesia has no Olympic committee, and is ineligible for the 
games.” As for charges that the New York Athletic Club bans 
Negroes and Jews from membership, Lentz said, “‘what has the 
Olympic Committee got to do with that?" 


The charge that there are no Negro members_on the board 
of directors of the U.S. Olympic Committee is true, Lentz said, 
“and we wish it were not. We would like to have a Jesse Owens 
or a Ralph Metcalf, or both of these gentlemen, or others of 
their fine type on the board, but the Olympic Committee 
appoints only five members to the 52-member board. The 
Amateur Athletic Union elects nine and the colleges more than 
a dozen and 17 other groups the remainder, The Negroes’ 
quarrel should be with those other groups."

In 1938 he was named staff 
officer at Esquimalt, coming 
here from naval headquarters 
in Ottawa, 

During the Second World War, 
Capt. Hart was commanding of- 
ficer of the 11,500-ton cruiser 
HMCS Ontario and of the shore 
establishment at HMCS Naden. 
His last command before re- 
tirement was that of HMCS 
Stadacona, Halifax.

Sex Acts, 
Lotteries, 
‘Abortions 


OTTAWA (CP) — Homosexual 
acts between consenting adults 
would no longer be illegal under 
a Criminal Code amendment 
given first reading in the Com- 
mons Thursday. 

Another new section of the) 
code would permit federal or} 
provincial lotteries or those con- 
| ducted by charitable or religious 
jorganizations, agricultural fairs 
or exhibitions or persons licensed 
by a province. 

Abortions would be made 
legol where a hospital thera- 
peutic abortion committee cer- 
tified in writing that continua- 
tion of the pregnancy would 
likely endanger the health of 
the mother. 

The changes are contained in 
a _73-page omnibus bill contain- 
ing a-numberof amendments 
to the Criminal Code. 

At present adults committing 
homosexual acts are liable to 
five years in prison under a sec- 
tion dealing with ‘Toss inde- 
céncy. 


PROVISION RELAXED
